Amann Caidls Mrs. Amann Thief 
and She Calls Him Murderer 
—He Is Arrested. 





A new method of dealing with a wife 


who extracts money from her husband's 


pockets was used Friday by Alois 
Amann, of 2012 Locust street. He awoke 
at 1:50 a. m. and saw his wife stand- 
ing at his bedside with his trousers in 
her hands. He drew a revolver from 
beneath his pillow and shot at her 
twice. 


When Policeman Robert Webb forced 
his way into the house, a few minutes 
later, he found Mrs. Amann denounc- 
ing her husband as a murderer and he 
frantically shouting back at her that 
she was a thief. 

Sorry He Did Not Hit Her. 
‘My husband shot at me twice,” 
Mrs. Amann. ” 
“Why did you 
the policeman. 
“Why did I shoot at her? Didn’t I 
catch her stealing money out of my 
pockets’’—— 
“But,” said the policeman, ‘don’t you 
know the courts have decided a wife 
cannot steal from her husband?’’ 
“What have the courts got to do with 
my wife stealing from me’’—

“Can’t 1? Well, you see I did, don’t 
‘ou? I got a right to shoot any thief 
that takes my money. She’s my wife 
ond it’s my money, and I have got a 
right to shoot her if I catch her steal- 
ing money out of my pockets..

outrage for you, Mr. Policeman, to come 
here and tell me I can't shoot my own 
Wife when she takes my own money.”

Pocket Turned Out. 
Amann’g trousers lay on the floor, 


with one pocket turned wrong side out. 
Nickles and dimes, quarters and half 
dollars were scattered all over the 
floor. 
“Somebody has been picking my pock- 
ets systematically,”’ he said. “I keep 
saloon on the first floor of my house. 
Last Saturday night I decided I would 
eatch the thief. I had my two bar- 
tenders count the day’s receipts. There 
was just $95. 
‘T went upstairs to bed. Next morn- 
“2 J counted my money. There was 
just $85. I called in my bartenders, and 
they counted it. I then bought a re- 
verver and put it under my pillow and 
told my wife I was going to_kill the 
tuief who had been robbing me. 
“Tuesday morning I found more money 
gone. I accused my wife. She said the 
bartenders or the roomers in the house 
had robbed me. I told her I knew my 
tartenders and the roomers were hon- 
est. 

“Then I forbade her to enter my room. | 
I was sleeping with one eye open for 
the thief Thursday night. When iI 
heard a noise in my room, I got my re- 
volver, and then saw my wife standing 
there with my trousers, going after my 
money.

DECLARES TAFT 


The President Hopes for Le- 
gitimate Compctition in 
Business, but if It Is Im- 
possible He Would Go the 
Extreme, He Tells Idaho 
Audience.

here today, President Taft bitterly as- 


seileA the eritics of the United States 
Supreme Court and asserted anew his 


views as to the relation of government 
to business. an 

“T love judges and I love courts,’’ said 
the President. ‘“‘They are my ideals on 
earth that typify what we shall meet 
afterward in heaven, under a just: God. 
And when a court is doing its duty, 
when it ‘; trying to interpret the law 
as it ought to be, to have it condemned 
and attacked and its motives questioned 
for mere political purposes, without 
any solid ground for attack, goes to my 
heart, and I resent it with deep indig- 
‘nation.”’ 

President Taft spoke with far more 
feeling than he put into his Detroit and 
“Waterloo speeches, but along the same 
linee. He said. he had received many 
criticisms on the point, but as yet he 
had failed to receive an answer to his 


challenge to W. J. Bryan and other pub-| 


licists, to cite a single case of combina- 
tion in restraint of trade which ought 
to be coniemned and which would not 
be condemned under the Supreme 
Court’s interpretation of the anti-trust 
_law in the Standard Oil and Tobacco 
Trust cases. ° cere 
Supreme Court Marks Nation, 

“Whac distinguishes this country from 
any other one,’’ said the President, ‘‘is 
the Supreme Court that we have in 
Washington, that oft has stood between 
us and errors that might have been 
committed that would have been greatly 
injurious to this country, and to turn 
upon that court and to question its mo- 
tives and to attack it seems to me to 
lay the ax at the root of the tree of 
our civilization.”’ 

Taft referred to the Supreme Court's 
dispesal of the Standard Oil and To- 
bacco cases as “two great decisions.” 

“They were two of the greatest trusts 
that existed,” he said, ‘“‘and in the work- 
ing out of the decree the court had to 
make a remedy. The Standard Oil Co. 
presented all the phases of illegality and 
criminality necessary to establish a 
monopoly at & time when they did not 
feel the necessity for concealing their 
meéthods or their motives. The Tobac- 
co Trust represented an organization in 
anticipation of the operation of the law, 
helped out the advice of cunning law- 
yers in order to avoid its operation. 
But against them: both the decree of the 
Supreme Court has been pronounced.”’ 

Sees Ultimate Prosperity. 

Mr. Taft said it was unfortunate that 
¢ the country had got into a condition 
_ that required a remedy like this. A 
remedy of any evil, he added, was 
bound to produce for a time not busi- 
ness disaster, but a difficult situation 
that might make bdsiness slow. But 
after the solution had been worked out 
he, saw no reason why the country 
should mot go or to greater and greater 
prosperity. 

“To one in my place,” said the Presi- 
dent, “there is no discretien with ref- 
/erence te the trial of cases hrougii« to 
the attention of the executive as viola- 
tions of the law. The prosecutions must 
go on. It is not for the executive to 

‘he can withhold criminal prosecu- 


tions or amy kind of prosecutions, just 


to help business. Business must reform 
itself, and these executive duties must 
be performed under the oath of office 
that I took and under the oath that 
those under me took.

RESIDENT TAFT again dis- 
Fe couraged a prophet of his 
renomination when he replied 
_to the address of welcome yester- 
day. 

The president of the Young Men’s 
Republican League of Utah, Fred 
W. Price, in introducing him to an 
immense crewd at the State Fair 
yesterday, made a partisan speech. 

It was as “‘the prospective Repub- 
lican candidate for the presidency 
in -1912"" that Mr. Price presented 
Mr. Taft, and after predicting that 
he would be ‘“‘triumphantly elected, 
he introduced the chief magistrate 
of the nation as “William Howard 
Taft of Ohio.”’ 

“IT am here,’’ said the President, 
emphasizing each word significant- 
ly, “as President of the United 
States.”” There was a lusty cheer 
from the crowd, which was fol- 
lowed by a laugh when Mr. Taft 
humorously closed the incident by 
saying: ‘“‘My friend, the president 
of the Young Men’s Republican 
League, probably is a better Re- 

‘ publican than he is a prophet.” 


At one of the stops in Michigan, 
an enthusiast in the crowd shouted, 
“hurrah for our next President.’’ 
Mr. Taft smilingly replied, “I am 
afraid you are a poor prophet.”’

Telephone Communication With 
City of Black Falls Fails Aft- 
er Message of Danger. 





By Associated Press. 

LA CROSSE, Wis., Oct. 6.—Breaks 
have occurred in both the upper and 
lower dams of the La Crosse Water 
Power Co. at Hatfield, on the Black 
River, 60 miles northeast of here. The 
whole $5,000,000 property of this company 
is menaced, and a large district, includ- 
ing the city of Black River Falls, is 
under water. A great district in the 
Black River Valley is also submerged. 

Breaks in the dams followed the ac- 
cumulation of water following a week’s 
rain, which filled the reservoirs to an 
unprecedented extent. Early today the 
water broke through the embankment at 
the west side of the upper dam and be- 
fore noon a break occured on the west 
side 6Y the lower or main dam. ‘The 
dam proper is still holding, but the wa- 
ters have washed around it and ar 
pouring through in a tremendous vol- 
vnc. 

At noon the telephone operator at 
Black River Falls, a city of 2000 people, 
the county seat of Jackson County, 10 
miles below Hatfield, reported to head- 
quarters here that water was surround- 
ing the telephone building, that people 
were moving out of houses in the lower 
patts of the town and that it was dan- 
gerous to remain longer. 

Thereafter it was impossible to raise 
Black River Falls on either telephone 
line connecting it with La Crosse. 

Relief Parties Organized. 

Relief parties are being hastily or- 
ganized here, scouts are being sent out 
among the farmers, warning them to 
take to the high lands, and preparations 
are being made to combat the higher 
waters expected tonight and tomorrow. 
All villages along the Black River, 
North Bend, Melrose, Holmer, Onalaska 
and La Crosse are situated so that the 
effect of the sudden rise in the narrow 
channel of the Black River will be 
felt tomorrow.

IS GOING TO A REUNION 





Cobert Hopes Pennsylvania 
Comrades Will Know Him and 
Aid in Identifying Him. 





Dan Cobert of East St. Leuls has been 
called Jack so long that for years he 
has signed his name John Cobert, and 
now that he wants a pension for Civil 
War service he is having a lot of trouble 
establishing his identity. 

Cobert is 67 years old and lives at 218 
North Sixth street. In 1861 he tried to 
enlist in the Union army at Freeport, 
Pa., but was rejeéted on account of his 
youth. He énlisted the following year 
at Harrisburg, in Company K of the 
Seventy-eighth Pennsylvgnia Volunteers. 
His captain was R. W. Dinsmore. 

After serving through the war, Cobert 
came to St. Louis and drove a hack 
from the levee to the hotels, that being 
a day of river travel. He tells how he 
drove Jay Gould and Capt. James Eads 
on their first inspection of Eads Bridge. 

Jack a Nickname. 

Cobert’s fellow hackdrivers gave him 
his nickname. He didn’t object, be 
cause Jack sounded as good to him as 
Dan. The custom spread among bis 
friends, until he got into the habit of 
calling himself Jack Cobert, and in time 
came to sign his name as John. 

As Cobert got older he found it harder 
to make a living, and he decided to ap- 
ply for a pension. But when he applied 
under his old name of Dan Cobert,» 
pension examiners became _ suspicious 
because they learned he was known as 
Jack. 

Then Cobert appealed to Congressman 
Rodenberg, and satisfied him of the 
truth of his story. On Rodenberg’s ad- 
vice he will attend a reunion next Tues- 
day of his old regiment at Punxsutaw- 
ney, Pa., in the hope that Capt. Dins- 
more and some of his old comrades will 
remember him. If they do, he will take 
theif affidavits for filing with the Pen- 
sion Bureau, in an effort to prove that 
the Jack Cobert of today really is the 
Dan Cobert of the Civil War. 


ILLINOIS COMMITTEE 
AT ANDERSONVILLE 


Memorial to Soldiers Who Died 
in the Prison Is Being Erect- 


ed in Cemetery. 


BLOOMINGTON, Ill, Oct. 6—The 
Illinois Andersonville Monument Com- 
mission has returned from an inspection 
trip to Andersonville, Ga., to investi- 
gate the progress made by the contrac- }! 
tor engaged to erect the memorial to 
Iilirrois troops who perished within the 
walls of the stockade. The commission 
is composed of Capt. J. M. Swales of 
Bloomington, A. H. McCracken of Chi- 
cago, L. F. Lake of Rockford, Capt. G. 
J. George of Springfield, and W. H. 
Mainline of Macomb. 

The monument, which {is to cost $12,000, 
is of bronze and montello granite. 
Standing on a massive base of granite 
is a figure of Columbia wrought in 
bronze. Two children at her feet rep- 
resent posterity and at each end of the 
base is the figure of a soldier in repose. 
On one side of the base a few lines from 
Linecoln’s first inaugural are carved 
and on the other an extract from his 
Gettysburg speech. 

The monument, along with others 
erected by other Northern States, stands 
in the Natienal Cemetery, where lie 
buried the 15,000 Union soldiers who died 
in the prison in 14 months and were 
buried in trenches without ceremony 
and with no covering except tattered 
uniforms. 


STRIKER’S MOTHER BEATEN 














CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 6.—Mrs. 
Bertha Kleinman, 60 years old, was at- 
tacked by a younger woman as Mrs. 
Kleinman was leaving a synagogue on 
East Fortileth street and knocked un- 
conscious.

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SCOOPED WORLD ON 
JAMES BOYS STORY 


Journalist Who Succumbs Sud- 
denly in Philadelphia Found 
' Bandits’ Missouri Retreat. 


_KERT PROMISE TO THEM 


Was Noted as Travel and Poli- 
tical Writer, and Held Big 
Government Posts. 


By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 6.—One of the earliest 
“scoops” of William F. Curtis, the jour- 
nalist, who died of apoplexy last night 
in Philadelphia, was that of getting an 
interview wih the James boys while 
they were in the midst of their war 
with the authorities. 

‘While detectives were endeavoring to 
find the desperadoes, Curtis, then a re- 
porter for a Chicago paper, went to 
Missouri, found their hiding place and 
calmly announged he had come for an 
interview with the bandits. 

“We know what you're here for. 
You're a’ spy,”’ was the reply of Jesse 
James. “‘What’s more, you won't get 
away from heré.” 

But the aggressive reporter was not 
to have his cherished scoop thus spoiled 
until tog old to be of use to his paper. 
He refused to be a prisoner. He talked 
to the James boys about his trip to 
_ see them, so that he might put the 
truth about them before the public, 
and finally convinced them he was there 
for the purpose he stated. 

“Well, I'm going to give you any- 
thing you want just to satisfy you,” 
Jesse James finally agreed. 


' Kept\ Faith With Bandit. 
And he did. He gave Curtis the most 


vivid interview anybody ever had had 
witr him. Having accomplished his pur- 
pose, the reporter returned to the near- 
est telegraph station’ and wired his 
“beat’’ to his paper. 

But he kepi faith with the men who 
had taken him at his word. He did not 
reveal any of the secrets of the ren- 
dezvous of the.desperadoes, and he did 
not tell the detectives, who were search- 
ing for them, the location of their hid- 
ing place. 

. furtis was widely known as a trav- 
eler, journalist and writer on political 
topics. 

Curtis arrived at noon from New 
York@accompanied by his wife. At 7 
Pp m. he was stricken with apoplexy,

Women, Carry Off Husbands 
Who Stand by Union. 


NO ACTION BY GOVERNOR 


Those Who Cannot Be Forced 
to Work or Leave the Place 
Are Locked in Jail.

FRANKLIN FURNACE, N. J., Oct. 6. 
~—This mining village of 1800 persons has 
within the last fortnight witnessed law- 
less scenes worthy of the California of 
the 49's. 

After the New Jersey Zinc Co. had de- 


ize a labor union and had discharged a 


rolled as members, an armed mob of 
vigilantes took it upon itself to invade 
miners’ houses and drag them to work 
or order them out of town. Although 
the facts were laid before Gov. Wilson's 


McGuiness, who has played the part of 
peacemaker, no evidence is visible here 
of executive action. 

Trouble began,,the men say, over the 
question of time checks, on which thelr 
wages are based. About three weeks 
ago one of the men wrote to A. M., 
Phillips of Middletown, N. Y., an or- 


men and organized a union. 

The morning of Wednesday, Sept. 20, a 
number of them were refused admisston 
at the steel] turnstile, and received time 
papers marked at the bottom “Dis- 
charged.”’ The company officials say 16 
or 17 were laid off; the men say 28 or 30, 
among them Mark Seducky, William 
(iosking and Richard Miller. 


According to these three men, many 
of the union members who had believed 
they were only joining a benevolent as- 
sociation, applied for reinstatement and 
were told they must leave the union. 
Instead, they organized a committee for 
conferences with F. C, Catlin, a mine 
official. Sept. 21 Catlin agreed to méet 
the men the following morning. That 
morning none passed through the turn- 
stile. Opposite, on the steps of the com- 
pany store, stood Catlin, with Father 
McGuiness, President Seducky: of the 
union and an interpreter. 

Father McGuiness reports that after 
saying that he wished to make 
Franklin Furnace a model mining 
town Catlin said he could not if a 
union existed, When Catlin asked 
how many men wanted to work with- 
out a union there was silence. When 
Catlin asked how many- wanted to 
work with a union there was a roar 
of assent and every hand went up. 

“Tl can do nothing more with you, 
men,” Father McGuiness reports Cat- 
lin as saying. “All I can do now ig to 
shut down the mine.” ; 
The lockout was on. No hostile 

Deputies armed with riot 
loaded with heavy shot were sent to 
patrol the company’s plant and every 
mine opening. The meeting that Fri- 
d: night took place in the Columbus 
Lyceum, next to the Catholic Church, 
and was presided over by Samuel D, 
Munson, who keeps a large country 
store. At least 400 persons were pres- 
ent, English-speaking native resi- 
dents being largely in the mafority, 
though foreign employes of the com- 
pany attended. 

“At least seven out of ten of these at 
the meeting were at the gates of the 
mine at 7,” said Father McGuinnes. 
“Tf a man was seen standing around he 
was asked what he was doing there. If 
he did not work ‘Get out of here” was 
the cry. A great many of the men were 
forced, but the coercers of the men were 
not as successful as they wished. A 
great many of the miners did not ap- 
pear at all, i 

“The crowd then started out in bands, 
many of them carrying shotguns and 
revolvers. Fifty or sixty marchéd three 
abred@st to. the houses of those who, had 
not°appeared, éntered by breaking doors 
or windows, dragged the men out, hus- 
tled them déwn to the mine and forced 
them to go to work. If they put up too 
strong a fight they were shut up in the 
village jail. In these raids’ the privacy 
of women was invaded, they were 
pushed to one side and some were 
roughly used.”’ 

“Fifty men came here to my house,” 
said John Volunez, one of the union men 
who ilves near the mine. éntrance. 
“About fifteen came up to my wife, who 
was standing on the back porch. They 
asked her where 1 was.

| The opinion holds that the Jury was 
right in its findings from the rele- 
ivant testimony, but that the fact that 
| testimony which had no bearing o4 
| the accident in which the boy was in- 
| jurea was admitted makes it neces- 
‘sary under the technical rules of the 
evidence for the case to he retried, 

Was ‘lit by Train. 

The boy, when 10 years old, was riding 
home from church along « country road. 
A Northern Pacific train struck him 
and as a result of his injuries his leg 
was amputated. He sued the railroad 
for $22,500 and was awarded $8747. 

The case hinged largely on the ques- 
tion of whether the engineer sounded 
the whistle and bell as the train ap- 
proached the crossing. The boy and 
four other witnesses testified neither 
whistle nor bell was sounded. The en- 
gineer and fireman testified that both 
warnings were given. 

While the engineer was testifying for 
the railroad cpmpany he was asked by 
the boy’s attorney, for the purpose of 
testing his memory, if he had sounded 
the whistle and bell at two other cross- 
ings @ great distance from the place of 
accident. He testified he had. 

The boy's attorney then introduced 
rebuttal testimony showing that neither 
the bell nor whistle was sounded at 
either of the crossings. 

At the conclusion of the plaintiff's 
case, the railroad’s attorney asked that 
the jury be instructed to find for the 
defense on three grounds: That there 
was no substantial evidence of the fail- 
ure to give the warning signals, that 
even if they were not given that was 
not the proximate cause ofthe acci- 
dent, and that the boy was guilty of 
contributory negligence. 

The instruction was refused. In its 
appeal the railroad company named 
each of these points, and was over- 
ruled in each of them by Judge Mar- 
shall's opinion.~ It also cited the intro- 
duction of rebuttal testimony to dis- 
prove the engineer’s statements as 
error on the part of the trial judge. 

On this point alone the Court of Ap- 
peals remands the case, holding that 
under the technical rules of evidence 
the plaintiff was not entitled to have 
rebuttal testimony to memory test testi- 
mony, and that the testimony could have 
no bearing on the case, one way or the 
other. é 

Judge Marshall was concurred in by 
Judge Elmer B. Adams and by Judge 
Walter I, Smith.

GREATNESS IS JUSTIFIED. 

The debate concerning the wisdom and right- 
eoulsness of President Roosevelt’s Panama coup is 
closed. Col. Roosevelt himself justifies and glori- 
fies it in an Outlook article. He did not search 


the great powers of the presidency for the public 
welfare. He “gave the benefit of the doubt to 
the people of the United States and not to any 
group of bandits, foreign or domestic.” Only “a 
timid ‘or selfish man, afraid of responsibility, 
afraid of risks,” seeks legal excuse for inaction. 

With inimitable delicacy and generosity, Col. 
Roosevelt links Mr. Lincoln’s naine .nd fame with 
his own. He puts the martyred President in the 
Roosevelt class.as representing “the type which 
gave the people the benefit of the doubt, which 
was not afraid of responsibility, which used in 
large fashion for the good of the people the great 
powers of a great office.”

The admonition inscribed in the main hall of 
the building, to “tread softly,” because “here 
genius lives enthroned; here reign in silent. maj- 
esty the monarchs of the mind,’ must not be 
rendered ridiculous by the close proximity of any 
resort where morality and decency are held in 
derision. |

Says Inventor’s ‘‘Superficial

Seriously by Germans.

BERLIN, Oct. 6.—Director Berg- 
mann of the Bermann Electric 
Works, who was Thomas A. Edison's 
host during the recent visit of the 
inventor here, has sent to the Vossche 
Zeitung a reply to the comments of 
his old Menlo Park chief on Germany. 
Bergmann says: 

“One had better not take too trag- 
ically any supposed or real remarks 
by Edison, because he is notorious 
for forming hasty and _ superficial 
judgments on subjects about which 
he knows nothing. Americans would 
attribute far less importance than 
Germans appear to do to any com- 
ments Edison might make on sub- 
jects aside from his own line of 
work. 

“Nevertheless, it is impossible that 
Edison should have said all that the 
World and the Post-Dispatch printed. 
In the presence of the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent Edison said to me that 
he had seen more factory chimneys 
in Chemnitz than in all France, and 
I told him he had seen 10 times more 
chimneys in Rhineland and West- 
phalia. 

Only One Picture Pleases Him. 

“Edison repeatedly spdSke to me 
and others in a complimentary way 
about our industrial development, It 
is quite impossible that he could say 
Germans themselves admitted to him 
that German methods of business 
suffered under partnership with 
money-grubbing aristocrats. Edison 
met only three men here with whom 
he could have discussed such matters. 
They were Director Ratheneau of the 
General Electric Co., Director von 
Siemens and myself. I did not make, 
and it is impossible that either of 
the others made, such a statement to 


him, 
“So far as Edison’s opinions on Ger- 


many are concerned, I can say that 
after an hour’s visit to the Berlin Na- 
tienal Gallery, Edison said he had seen 
only one picture that pleased him and 
the rest he thought worthless. This 
shows that his opinion on such matters 
is not final. 
Industrial Development. 

“At the same time his reported re- 
marks about the backwardness of Ger- 
man industrial development and the dis- 
honesty of German business methods are 
in such violent contrast to all he said 
while here that I have cabled to New 
York to await his arrival there, asking 
him to correct the interview as given 
in the World and the Post-Dispatch. 

“As for Edison’s comment that Amer- 
ica could flood our markets, I may ob- 
serve that German machine manufac- 
turers are quite as advanced as those 
of America and need fear no rivals 
from the other side of the Atlantic, de- 
spite the small amount of protection 
they get.”’
